TALK GIVEN TO 
CREDIT BODY BY 
E. J. DONNELLY 


Reg ular Sessio n Held At 
Bo thwell Ho tel At 
No o n To day 


The regular bi-w^eek ly meeting of 
the m em bers of the Sedalia Credit 
Association was held at the Both- 
w'ell 
Hotel 
at 
noon 
Wednesday, 
with 
approx im ately 
twenty-five 
m em bers 
present. 
Following 
the 
regular routine business of the m e et­ 
ing, the program w*as given over 
to a talk by Mr. E. J, Donnelly, on 
the 
subject 
of 
“Accounts 
Receiv­ 
able.” 
Mr. 
Donnelly 
was 
Intro­ 
duced by Mr. E. C. Hamilton, chair­ 
m an of the entertainm ent commit­ 
tee. 
Mr. Donnelly said in part, that 
the m anner of the accounting for all 
businesses had completely changed 
within the past ten or tw'elve years 
for the reasons that business of all 
k ind, to show a profit, m ust have 
an 
accurate 
accounting 
system. 
Then, too, the government, for in­ 
come tax purposes, req uires an ac­ 
curate account of business 
trans­ 
actions tha t a correct income re ­ 
port might be made each year, with 
the 
result 
that 
most 
businesses 
were k eeping a better line on their 
credit risk s than formerly. 
Mr. Donnelly suggested that any 
business which ex tended credit to 
its 
customers 
should 
maintain 
a 
close follow’up systeili and in case 
of slow' credit where threats of suit 
on account were made, they should 
be safely carried out. 
Unless they 
w’ere, he said, not only w’ill 
the 
creditor lose the account, but w'ould 
also lose the future business of the 
debtor. 
He further suggested that 
an accurate record be k ept of all 
credit transactions even though the 
account W'as closed, for future ref­ 
erence in ex tending further credit. 
In approaching the subject from 
the standpoint of an auditor, which 
is the speak er’s vocation, he said 
the first thing that -was done was 
to assort the 
accounts receivable 
into those of good, medium, 
and 
mad. 
He said that he had found 
the average business m an does not 
devote enough time to his accounts 
receivable, 
and 
he 
recommended 
that this be made as im portant a 
part of Hie business as the actual 
selling of m erchandise of any k ind. 
In 
closing his 
talk 
he 
advised 
that any business 
m an 
ex tending 
credit give more time to their ac­ 
counts receivable, to use the local 
Credit 
E.y:hange 
freely, 
both 
in 
the matUf* of collections and re­ 
ports on c*redit risk s, and above all 
things to be honest in these reports 
that other m em bers of the associa­ 
tion w'ould have an accurate k nowl­ 
edge of the credit responsibilities of 
all debtors. 
The mem bers present voted unan­ 
imously to close all the business 
houses for Thank sgiving Day. They 
also voted to change the meeting 
date for December to December 3 
and 17 instead of the regular ones, 
by reason of the fact tha t the sec­ 
ond m eeting day w'ould have come 
right at 
Christm as time.

sums which both friends and foes 
of 
prohibition 
in 
congress 
have 
sought to appropriate from time to 
time, the governm ent’s enforcement 
officials plan to ask for a raise of 
$2,400,000. 
The 
appropriation 
req uests 
pre­ 
pared by the liq uor bureaus of the 
justice 
and 
treasury 
departments, 
call for a total 
of approx imately 
317,400,000. For the increase they 
intend to offer the tax payers 500 
new' dry agents and 90 more medi­ 
cinal liq uor and industrial alcohol 
inspectors. And there will be larger 
staffs of clerk s to handle the w’ork 
turned in by the new' agents, w'hich 
the 
dry chiefs 
confidently 
ex pect 
wdll be more ex tensive and efficient 
than ever. 
Of the total, the justice depart­ 
m e nt’s enforcement unit under Di­ 
rector Amos W. W. Woodcock , is 
ask ing $11,200,000. During the cur­ 
rent fiscal year the unit is getting 
$9,000,000 out of the $15,000,000 al- 
low’ed by congress for prohibition 
w’ork . 
If 
congress 
grants 
his 
re­ 
q uest, Woodcock W’ill have 2,000 reg­ 
ular agents, plus 200 special men 
for big conspiracy cases, several in­ 
spectors and the 24 instructors who 
now' are teaching the agents just 
w'hat to do and how' not to act. 
The treasury’s industrial alcohol 
division 
headed 
by 
Commissioner 
Ja.mes M. Doran seek s about $200,- 
000 on top of its current $5,000,000 
share of enforcement money. 
Sal­ 
aries and administrative ex pense in­ 
volved in adding the 90 inspectors 
will account for that.

“This hospital, authorized by con­ 
gress last May, w'ill be for the crim­ 
inally insane and other defective de­ 
linq uents, including those w'ho suf­ 
fer from chronic diseases, such as 
tuberculosis, cancer 
and 
senility. 
The hospital will have a staff of 
150, W'ith an annual payroll of ap­ 
prox imately $325,000. The annual ex ­ 
penditures for supplies and m ater­ 
ials will be about $600,000.

While they are n ot qu ite as lon g 
lived as the larger varieties, mu ch 
fru it can be grown from them. 
Dwarf fru it trees are low growin g 
becau se they are bu d d ed or grafted 
u pon roots which check the growth 
of the top.

class. 
Liord Cecil said that the British 
government favored such a move as
